Washington,. May 10. 

The 19th Anniversary 
America’s entrance into the “war 
to end wars” found the nation 
arming at 0 rate never before ap- 
proached in pcace-time history. 

While other nations, prompted by 
post-war polltical bitterness are 
sending armed men to wa dozen 
potential battleNelds, an unprecedent- 
ed movement for-American neutrality 
In the “next war” is growing here. 

It was on April 6, 1917 that Con- 
fress, moved by President Wilson's 
decision that America had. reached 
the Hmit of its patience in dealing 
with German subnarine ' warfare, 
declared that a state of war existed 
with the Imperial German govern- 
ment. It was the end of a period 
of diplomatic note-writing by which 
America for 30 months endcavoured 
to keep neutral. 

The 19 months of war that follow- 

cost America more than. $20,000,- 
000,000 the lives of 50,510 soldiers, 
2,457 marines and‘ 871 — sailors. 
Besides nearly 200,000 men were 
wounded. 

The United States entered the 
world war as a second rate power and 
emerged the strongest nation on| 
earth, . 

It was able to throw into the con-| 
filet immediately a standing urmy of 
only 75,000 men and 2 navy which 
sha progressed but little 
Spanish American war’ days, 

To-day. the U. S. Army numbers 
137,947 highly trained men in active 
service. Behind them stand 298,131 
reserves, Thus there {is a ready fight- 
ing force of 436,078 men. 

BIG NAVY

‘The current army appropriation bill 
bas reached the record figures of 
$611,000,900, while the navy. is usking 
Congress for $549,000,000, more than 
it ever received when the guns were 
not thundering at sea. ; 

Along with this recrudescence of 
military might, however, is running 
a strong tide of determination, both 
In the administration and in the 
public mind, to keep the United States 
out of Europe's and Asla’s fights, 

Congress recently. passed o 
neutrality bill which would prevent 
American ‘bankers from loaning 
moncy to nations at war. It also pro- 
hibits the-sale of war materials to 
combatants, It) withdraw 
government support,“in sonie cases, 
from ships carrying goods in defiance 
to this ruling. 

This partiat breakdown in 
America’s doctrine of, “freedom of 
the seas” should, many observers 
believe, be -an important safeguard 
against war. At least two of this 
country's wars—that of 1812‘and the 
world war—resulted directly from the 
United States’ determination that its 
ships should sail the seas at will.

A special report ftom the Graham Land Expedition, 
led by Mr. J. Rymill, of. Adelaide, announces the discovery 
of a large expanse of new land in the Antarctic as the re- 
sult of two journeys by ’plane. 


When Mr. Rymill ant Mr. 
Hampton flew southward) on 
February ‘27 to prospect. for a 


base site, they saw a range on.tho 


southern horizon apparently con- 
necting Alexander I. Land—pre- 


viously thought to be an island— 
with 


the remainder of ‘South 
Graham Cand, 

Bad weather and poor 
forced them to terminate their ex- 
ploratory flight. 

A fortnizht later, conditions were 
perfect and the elfef surveyor,. Mr. 
Stevenson, went up with Mr. Rymill 
to make a sketch map. 

They * flow. southward for 15 
miles, climbing to - 6,000ft.. 
whence they ; had a magnificent 
view of a‘ marsive mountain 
group to the weat of Alexander 
I. Land, with snow-capped peaks 
6,000ft. high, ; 

ENORMOUS GLACIERS 

This continued south-eastwards as 
a long chnin, attaining heights of 
7,000ft, and then extended south- 

rds to join the southerly continun- 

Graham Band. Further peaks 
wete ‘discernible in the hinterland. 

The whole ‘chaln was 200 /miles 
long, encircling a bay, tho southern 
side of which was covered with sheet 
ice studded with bergs, A large mass 
of barrier ice followed, 

The south-eastern shores of 
the bay were fed by broad, slop- 
ing glnciera 4,000 to 7,000 fect 
high, .proving the non-existence 
of tho supposed: Casey Channel 
through Graham Lind. 

The constliro beyond Capo Piorro 
Baudin extended unbroken to the 
south-west, the only visible break be- 
ing 30 miles south-enst ‘of the acro- 
plane’s turning ‘point. ° 

Hore a narrow flord whose extant 
was not ascertained, but which was 
not believed to bo great, led eastward 
into the plateau. 

This alone precludes a definite 
statoment that the western part ‘of 
the mountain chain forms a portion 
of Graham Land. 

Members of the expedition 
eagerly await the day when they 

. can. go by sledge to the newly 
discovered peaks.

| America’s entrance into the “war 


to. end wars” found the nation 
arming at a rate nover before ap- 
prosched in peace-time history. 

While other nations, prompted by 
post-war political. bitterness - are 
sending armed men to a dozen 
potential batticficlds, an unprecedent- 
ed movement for American neutrality 
in the “next. war” is growling here. 

It was on April 6, 1917 that Con- 
gress, moved by President Wilson's 
decision that America had reached 
the limit of its patience in dealing 
with German submarine . warfure, 
declared that'a state of war existed 
with the Imperlal German: gqvern- 
ment. It was the end of.a perlod 
of diplomatic ‘note-writing by which 
America for 30 months endeavoured 
to keep neutral. ph, 

The 19 months of war that follow- 
ed cost America more than $20,000,- 
000,000 the Hves-of 50,510 soldiers, 
2,457 marines and -871 — sailors. 
Besides nearly 200,000 men were 
wounded. : ; 

The United States entered the 
world: war as a second rate power and 
emerged the strongest nation on 
earth. : 

It was able to throw into the, con- 
fillet immediately a standing army of 
only 25,000 men’and ‘a navy which 
had progressed but tittle since 
Spanish American war days. 

Toaclny the U. S. Army numbers 
137,047 highly traincd men In active 
service. Behind them stand 298,131 
veseryes. Thus there is a rendy fight- 
Ing force of 436,078 men, 

BIG NAVY 


On the seas the United States has 
more fighting ships thun any navy 
in the world, although a large pro- 
portion of them have passed their 
age of maximum usefulness. New 
strength is rapidly being injected Into 
the navy, however, by ja current 
building programme of 86 modern 
vessels. : 

Admiral William H. Standley, chief 
of naval operations, recently proposed 
a new programme of two battleships 
and 412 light cruisers. With Congress 
dn_a “building mood,” the navy hoped 
that the new constriction would be 
wathorized. . 

This country nt present is spending 
more money on Its army and navy 
than cver before in time of pence. 
he current army appropriation bill 
Ihns reached the record figures of 
$613,000,000, while the navy is asking 
Congress for $540,000,000, more than 
it ever received when the guns were 
not thundering at sea. 

Along with: this recrudescence of 
milltary might, however, Is running 
a strong tide of determination, both 
in ‘the administration and in the 
public mind, to keep the United States 
out of Europe’s and Asia's fights. 

Congress recently passed a 
neutrality bill which would prevent 
Aniecrican bankers from loaning 
moncy to natlons at war. It also pra- 
hibits ‘the sale of war materials to 
combatants. It would withdraw 
government support, in some cases, 
from ships carrying goods in defiance 
to this ruling. 

This partial breakdown in 
America’s doctrine of ‘freedom of 
the seas” should, many observers 
believe, be an important safeguard 
ogalnst war. At least two of this 
country's wars—thnt of 1812 and the 
world war—resulted directly from the 
United States’ determination that its 
ships should sail the sens at will.

A number of people appar- 
ently imagine that pre-war 
cricket was chiefly composed of 
big hitting and ‘close: finishcs, 
with county poverty. unknown 
writes “Watchman” in the S1i- 
day Obserucr. Let us therefore 
scrutinise this quotation:— 
“Thero are fewer spectators at each, 

county match than there used to be, 
because there are more county 
matcher, ' Tho . man who paya 
at the tornstiles is not an individual 
of leisure and ample means, Aa a 
rulo he ts keen enough ‘to go. when 
ke Is able, but he cannot afford any.

watching cricket.

The passage might be a quotation 
from. something printed only yester- 
day, Yet it is actually an extract from 
an article by J. R. Pentelow on 
“What's Wrong with Cricket?” which 
was published twenty-six yenrs ago.

“counter attraction” allegation, that 
probably came in with the Invention 
of the safety bicycle. ‘ 

The margin of profit ond loss in 
any financial year of a county club 
must olways be narrow. Even the 
allotment of a benefit to a deserving 
professional, with three days “gate 
transferred from the coffers of the, 
club to the player's pocket, can pro- 
duco a deficit. Bigwer still, of 
. course, is the weather influence, A 

“wet Bank Holiday, and bang goes 
the chance of an annual balance on 
the right. side. Lost summer moat 
of the countics suffered badly from 
the weather, for, although there were 
weeks: of, drought, the temperature 
on inmany days was so low that to sit 
in the open and watch a match was 
to, court pneumonia, Now,  xane 
people simply will not do that kind 
of thing, no matter how great their 
affection for the game, 


AN UNREALITY 


In spite of all the prating about 
cricket decline and the losx of public 
“ support, more money js: spent to see 
county matches than was the case 
before the war. A prent denl has 
been made of the fact that Surrey 
loss over £4,000 last .xenson, an 
amount net so serious as it appears, 
since during the year £3,000 was 
spent for redecorationg and repairs. 


eal! evertheless, “fgurer-as~passed~ hy 


chartered nccountants show that 
Surrey's revenue from members’ sub- 
keriptions and gate receipts In 1905 
was £6,180 more than the amount 
received from the same sources in 
the Inst completed season before the 
war—that is, 1913, And the summer 
of 19138 was dry. Where, then, is 
the evidence .of falling support, so 
far as money is concerned?

It Is frequently anid that players 
of  dintinetive' personnlities grow 
fewer with the years. To their rnrity 
{x often attributed those’ dismal! 
balance sheets, But the presence of 
atriking personalitics could ‘not [n- 
ereane the leisure oof the English 
people, and jt is ‘this Iack of leisure 
which keeps down the size of “gntes" 
in mideweek. At the same timo the 
dearth of men whose cricket containa 
a sturdy individuality gives cause for 
depression, apart from any, finanzial 
application. The batsmen who “took 
the cye” Inst season, -as for several 
Kensons, wore for the most part play- 
ers who had come down to us from 
a previous generation. I do not 
necessarily allude to men who hit 
the ball exceptionally hard or gather 
runs at more than the average pace, 


but to those. whose style is distine-| - 


tive, a part of themselves, and whose 
strokes can be said to possess charac- 
ter. Unfortunately, the pick of these 
are lingering veterans, and Woolley, 
Mead, and Hendren, the last. of wu 
xencration which included Hobbs, 
cannot Hnger for ever. The shadows 
of the fifties creep nearer, something 
must go out of ¢hem every season 
now, and thelr successors are o long 
time before knocking at the door.

There is 
correctness without colour, They are 
the products of the copybook, 
i MACHINE VICTIMS 

Even if county clubs were’ wallow- 
ing in money they could not buy 
personality for their playersi nor 
can individuality bo cultivated, like 
a logebreak or a ‘hook-shot, But it 
can be stifled, and I do not believe 
that this country has ceased to breed 
cricketers with graceful timbs and 
quick feet, or the heart to drive to 
long distances, Rather do I think
